THE W£AKNESS OF SAVHIGS 


BANKS. 


The development in 'the large de- 


falcation of the Treasurer of the 
Beading (Mass.) Savings , Bank, by 
which many of-its depositors are 
ruined, is only another instance of 
the inexcusable mismanagement of 
these institutions. All' corporations 
of like character are nominally char 
tered for the purpose of 
taking 


charge of the small earnings and 
savings of the most industrious and 
economical class of onr citizens; yet 
the history of a great many savings 
banks shows that • the 'aceomalated 
deposits are nsed foi speculation— 
either by treasurers and directors, or 
by some persons connected with their 
management. 


Men who became trustees of the 


savings of others, ate bound by hon- 
or and concience to guard and pro 
tect these savings in every way pos 
sible. The money is not theirs; they 
have no right to reinvest it in any 
sort of speculation; they have no pos- 
sible privilege of taking it temporar- 
ily for their own use; nor have they 
the right to loan it outside of the 
direction of ihe general board of man- 
agement. But the long catalogue 
of exploded and rained savings insti- 
tutions exhibits the fact that conn* 
dential officers do frequently uee the 
funds intrusted to their keeping— 
and that, too, against legislative safe- 
guards and penalties, which are nat 
nrally supposed to be ample for re 
straining the public. 


The trouble is precisely here: the 


board of trustees are chiefly selected 
because of their supposed wealth;not 
on account of auy sterling integrity 
of character; not because they are 
shrewd and prndent business men; 
not because they will devote sufficient 
time to inspact the investments, and 
to audit the books of the treasurer 
and his clerks. In fact, the trustees 
and nominal directors of these insti- 
tutions rarely trouble 
themselves 


about the business and minutite of 
their trust; they leave the manage- 
ment to the treasurer, to bis clerks, 
etc. By this irresponsible method 
or savings bank management (rather 
mismanagement,) the treasurer, and 
his clerical assistants, do as their 
lack of honor and greed of gain dic- 
tate. Knowing that there is little or 
no inspection, supervision nor audit- 
ing in the establishment, they handle 
the trusts and funds as Bnits their per- 
sonal desires and convenience. It 
all right; they have "made a hit;" 
have pocketed a large sum of money, 
gained through a breach of trust (the 
mildest way of expressing it;) but if 
the speculations go awry, tuea the 
sacred institution "goes up," the 
frugal depositors are ruined, 
the 


soldier's widow is robbed, orphan 
children are plundered, and old age 
has its last crutch broken and tosseed 
over tho ditch!

ANCIENT EGYPTIAN CtUARRYMEM 


In quarrying the enormous blocks 


Torn which the marvelous colossi in 
our museums were sculptured, ' the 
Egyptians used a number of metal 
wedges, which were struck at the 
same instant along the whole length 
of th« stone. Sometimes the wedges 
employed were of highly diied wood, 
which being driven into holes prev- 
iously cut for them by a chisul, and 
then saturated with water, split the 
stone by 
their expansion. This 


method by expansion could not well 
be adopted, except Jon the upper sur- 
face of the stone; insomuch that the 
wedges driven into the sides were 
impelled by tha hammer only. To 
separate the lower part of a ponder' 
ous mass from the rock, the quarry- 
men are supposed to have cut under 
it, lea-ving long pieces here and there 
to support it like beams, which trav>- 
arsed its whole depth from front to 
back; and then having introduced 
wooden rafters into the open epacee 
which were cleared away, they re- 
moving the remainder of the stone, 
end the block rested on the wood.
